nan airy, light-diffused studio in the 

Dana Fine Arts Building, a handful of 

women do quick sketches then trans- 

late still life into watercolor. One 
makes long, fluid strokes. Another draws, 
tentatively, with the tip of a nearly dry 
brush: “This is hard.” 

A dark-haired woman leans toward her 
classmate: “I like your grays.” 

Working alongside them is workshop 
leader Kathryn Myer, a professor of art at 
the University of Connecticut-Storrs and 
an accomplished painter. Laying her own 
paper on the floor near them, she quietly 


explores watercolor’s soft and hard edges 
and talks about different ways to preserve 
or create highlights. Observes fine artist 
Diane Cook ’91, “Kathryn is an artist. Yet 
she is interested in teaching. Her ego is not 
in the way. She not only describes tech- 
niques in a language that I] can understand, 
but she even points out her mistakes as she 
paints.” 

The workshop marks the College’s ini- 
tial effort to bring summer fine arts instruc- 
tion into what one student describes as 
“space that is inspiring.” It is another in- 
stance of Agnes Scott’s pursuing its strate-

gic plan to use facilities more fully and to 
attract new students. 

Like Cook, student after student ex- 
pressed appreciation to the College for offer- 
ing workshops that ranged from art to dance 
to music to art therapy. 

Students in book arts gathered around 
two long tables—equipped with twine, sharp 
pencils, T-squares, art papers, box knives, 
brushes and glue—and worked industriously 
as Carol Barton, from the University of the 
Arts in Pennsylvania and a former artist in 
residence at Nexus Press in Atlanta, helped 
them make everything from simple Japanese 


bindings to accordion and ziggurat books 
to pop-ups to small albums with paste-pa- 
per covers and cloth bindings. 

The two workshops were part of a more 
ambitious plan outlined by Terry 
McGehee, chair of the art department, 
and Anne Beidler, assistant professor of 
art, for a visual arts studio for women 
within the Summer Fine Arts Program 
which was to have included monotype, 
color woodcuts, mixed media sculpture 
and ceramic sculpture. The art department 
and physical plant recently completed a 
new print shop in downstairs Dana—with 
hopes of attracting ASC alumnae, artists 
and printmakers from the community.

Says Beidler, “We certainly want the 
print shop to be known as a place where 
good prints and books are made.” 

Eventually McGehee and Beidler 
would like to develop a full program 
similar to the Women’s Studio Work- 
shop [WSW] in Rosendale, N.Y. Beidler, 
who has studied at WSW, said, “What 
we did this summer was give women a 
comfortable, safe place to develop their 
creativity. We wanted to offer a level of 
intensity that provided a fun kind of 
learning.” 

Overall, workshops in the Summer 
Fine Arts Program were small. Six in 
book arts and seven in making music 
with keyboards; six took watercolor; a 
dozen or more participated in dance 
which included instruction in advanced 
technique and choreography from the 
Pat Graney Company of Seattle and 
Tanztheater Rubato of Berlin. 

Light glances off the wooden floor in 
Rebekah Scott Hall’s Woltz Reception 
Room, as dancer Dieter Baumann of 
Tanztheater Rubato leads adult dancers 
lying on the floor. “With your wrists and 
ankles, make very soft circles, like you 
are in water,” instructs Baumann. “Move 
freely in all directions. Roll a little bit, 
forward and backward. Move every part 
of your body through space. . . .” 

The dancers’ fluid tucks, rolls and 
kicks soon turn the hardwood into a sea 
of motion. For smoothly muscled 
Baumann and partner Jutta Hell, both 
of Berlin, it is one in a series of exercises 
designed to help dancers concentrate on 
movement and quality of emotion, time, 
rhythm and space. 

“Tam learning how the most simple 
things can become dance,” says student 
dancer Helen Durant, during a break. 
Along with the honesty shared among 
the dancers she appreciates the “oppor- 
tunity for connection with the teachers. 
It has really been an intimate experi-

PROM THE 
PRESIDENT 


n June I attended the second 

Women President’s Summit in 

Washington, D.C., a gathering 
of women presidents of colleges 
and universities sponsored by the 
American Council of Education, 
the umbrella organization for all 
educational institutions in the 
United States. There are about 
360 women presidents in the 
United States, approximately 
12 percent of the total. 

In addition to U.S. representa- 
tives, presidents, chancellors, and 
women with these responsibilities 
from other countries were also 
invited. There were representa- 
tives from places as diverse as the 
Philippines, Mexico and Croatia. 
The total of past and present 
presidents attending was 178. 

The agenda for this meeting 
called attention to a variety of 
issues important in our society 
and our world: peace and war, the 
environment and the economy, 
and the intersection of public and 
private life. 

I participated in the work 
group discussing peace and war, 
which elicited suggestions for ac- 
tion that ranged from speaking 
out as presidents on world issues 
to fostering peace studies on our 
campuses. 

I think it noteworthy that 
three discussion groups were de 
voted to the topic concerning 
public and private life. Most of 
the corridor attention also cen- 
tered on this issue, especially since 
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women presidents cite examples 
of being scrutinized more closely 
than their male counterparts, 
expected to fulfill additional 
roles, and criticized for many 
aspects other than job perfor- 
mance. Those of you who follow 
the educational press may have 
noted one of the major articles 
reporting on this meeting was 
entitled “Female Leaders Seek 
Bigger Role in Social Issues, but 
Many Face Dilemmas on Own 
Campuses.” This Chronicle of 
Higher Education article included 
a photo of Agnes Scott graduate 
Ellen Wood Hall 67 who was 
recently asked to resign from the 
presidency at Converse College 
after much criticism from alum- 
nae. Women presidents have 
begun to wonder if we are experi- 
encing a backlash against 
women’s leadership or if it is 
simply a continuation of different 
standards being applied to female 
presidents, and sadly, often at 
women’s colleges. 

The summit provided many 
good sessions, both with speakers 
and for discussions, and special 
events of note. One evening we 
were pleased to be hosted at the 
National Museum of Women in 
the Arts where Good Housekeep- 
ing magazine gave an award to 
Wilhemina Cole Holiday, who 
with her husband were the chief 
founders of the museum, and to 
the American Council of Educa- 
tion on the 20th anniversary of 
the Office of Women. 

The culmination of the con- 
ference was the reception hosted 
by Hillary Rodham Clinton at 
the White House. The First Lady 
spoke briefly but eloquently to 
the group in the State Dining 
Room and then greeted each per- 
son individually. She gave a 
speec h on our campus a few sum- 
mers ago ¢ and IS well aware of 

Agnes Scott College. In her we 
have a champion for women’s 
education. It was an occasion to 
remember.

“We have residential facilities, a 
community of galleries and art 
museums. There would be a way 
to package that. 

“The dance program at Duke 
was nothing when | was a student 
there. Then Duke offered space 
to give the American Dance Fes- 
tival anew home. The program 
has thrived.

wenty members of Agnes 

Scott’s administrative staff 

encircle a conference table 
at their annual division retreat 
where the year’s work is critiqued. 
The subject of power is intro- 
duced into discussion. What 
makes people powerful? Who are 
the powerful people on campus? 

Without hesitation, one staff 
member tosses out Charmaine 
Minniefield’s name. A rising jun- 
ior art major who this fall em- 
barks on her third year as class 
president, Minniefield ’95 has a 
presence on campus like few 
other students. 

This year the subject of Chi- 
cago Tribune and Atlanta Journal 
and Constitution articles noting 
her abilities to turn original 
artwork and murals into cash for 
college, Minniefield’s artistic 
talent was recognized from the 
moment she enrolled. The 
College Park native was recruited 
in her first year to design her 
class’ official tee-shirt—a collage 
of caricatures of her classmates; 
and was invited to participate in 
the senior art show that year. 
During 1992-93, she worked in 
the Annual Fund office, keeping 
the office entertained with stories 
of family and church community, 
in addition to securing nearly 
$4,120 in gift pledges to the 
College through telephone 
solicitations to alumnae who 
had never given before. 

From May 10 to June 11, her 
power, personality and prowess 
were applied to the many tasks 
presented in administering the 
Decatur Arts Festival. Minnie- 
field served as “right-hand per 
son” to Jan Selman, the festival’s 
director for the past five years. 

“T learned a lot about the busi- 
ness side of art—copyrights, con- 
tracts and other interests of the 
artist. Working with the festival 
inspired me to learn more so I 
can help more next year,” says 
Minniefield. 

Having a healthy dose of the 


“dispassionate” side of arts events 
production didn’t bother the 
young artist. It was counterbal- 
anced by exposure to some of 
Atlanta’s best-known artists. 

“Charmaine was completely 
hands on,” Selman says. “She is a 
great organizer and she kept 
everyone entertained with a 
great sense of humor. A good 
self- starter, she was able to see 
something that needed to be 
done and she did it. She was like 
an extension of myself.” 

Agnes Scott has been in- 
volved for two years in that 
annual event that brings to- 
gether musical performers, visual 
artists, dance groups and other 
artists to sites around town. This 
year attendance exceeded 25,000 
and ASC’s Dana Fine Arts 
Building served as the interna- 
tional folk art venue, a new 
component of the festival. 

Selman and Minniefield were 
introduced by Carolyn Wynens, 
community relations and special 
events manager at ASC. “It 
was a perfect match because 
Charmaine is an artist,” Selman 
explains. “We joked that she 
would reconsider art and go into 
something else once she found 
out how glamorous art is, espe- 
cially when we had to unload the 
trucks,” Selman laughs. 

Selman “is the nicest, most 
fun person | could ever work 
with,” Minniefield says. “The 
festival is made up of volunteers 
and she was able to get 300 
people—amazing! She would 
collapse at the end of the day 
and still have a smile on her 
face.” 

Minniefield “contributed a 
fresh perspective,” observes 
Selman. “It helped to rejuvenate 
me and see it [the festival] differ- 
ently. Charmaine is very upbeat, 
positive and puts a humorous 
spin on things. Working with her 
enabled me to see the festival 
through a different pair of eyes.”

my window will change.

I’m leav- 
ing because after much prayer 
and thoughtful consideration | 
have a deep sense that I am being 
called to another place. | am 
thrilled about where I am going 
and filled with anticipation about 
what sort of a new “view” I might 
be afforded in my next office. | 
am also full of sadness that my 
everyday view will no longer in- 
clude this beautiful window on 
the top floor of the Alston Cen- 
ter and painfully aware of the 
ministry that | leave behind. I am 
leaving, even though the people 
who live and work at Agnes 
Scott have become dear to me. In 
my leaving I am learning once 
again that all change, no matter 
how positive, is difficult. 

In the midst of this change the 
writings of theologian Frederick 
Buechner have offered me a help- 
ful perspective and wisdom. Per- 
haps the same will be true for 
you.

Board Affirms President Schmidt 


na called meeting on Aug. 17, the Agnes 

Scott College Board of Trustees affirmed the 

11-year presidency of Ruth Schmidt as “being 
in the best interest of the College.” A Board reso- 
lution to that effect concludes its review of the 
faculty concerns about the President's leadership 
led by Chairperson Joe Gladden. The evaluation 
was prompted by a faculty vote of “no confidence” 


Gladden responded to the May faculty resolu- 
tion of “no confidence” in the leadership of 
Schmidt by forming an ad hoc group of trustees to 
listen to faculty concerns. Four trustees and Glad- 
den met with the Faculty Executive Committee 
and others on campus over the summer, indicat- 
ing that the matter would be resolved prior to the 


While accepting President Schmidt’s decision 
to retire no later than June 1995, the trustees rec- 
ognized and expressed gratitude for her many con- 
tributions to the College over the last eleven 
years. However, the resolution also noted that the 


relationship between the faculty and the president 
is “crucial to the well-being of the College” and in- 
dicated that the Board had “heard the faculty con- 
cers through the Faculty Executive Committee 
[FEC] and has taken seriously the ‘no confidence’ 
vote.” The trustees therefore resolved to appoint a 
committee to work with the faculty and administra- 
tion to “help establish a more effective working re- 
lationship.” The trustees also resolved that the 
President, Dean and FEC work with the Board to 
“develop guidelines, a framework and a process for 
significant review of the academic program” to be 
reported at the October 1993 Board meeting. 

The faculty passed the “no confidence” resolu- 
tion on May 14 by a substantial majority. Though 
the vote came minutes before baccalaureate ser- 
vices, the commencement weekend activities pro- 
ceeded as usual and without incident. The vote 
came after the President did not recommend tenure 
for an assistant professor last spring, a decision that 
prompted vocal opposition to the president and her 
leadership.

ees. James R. Lientz Jr., president 
of NationsBank of Georgia, and 
the Honorable Pierre Howard, 
lieutenant governor of Georgia, 
will be filling current vacancies 
on the board. 

Lientz is a graduate of the 
Georgia Institute of Technology. 
He holds an 
MBA from 
Georgia State 
University and 
is a graduate of

School of Business. Lientz began 
working for C&S, a predecessor 
of NationsBank, in 1966, and 
became the head of the Corpo- 
rate Banking Group’s Interna- 
tional Division in 1985. In 1990, 
he moved to South Carolina as 
president and CEO of C&S 
South Carolina. 

Since his return to Atlanta, 
Lientz has served on the execu- 
tive committee of central Atlanta 
Progress, as a board member of 
the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce, and as vice chairman of 
the annual fundraising drive for 
the United Way of Metropolitan 
Atlanta. Lientz was named presi- 
dent of NationsBank of Georgia 
in October 1992. 

Howard is now serving his 
third year as lieutenant governor 
of Georgia.

Committee; and 
he changed the 
budget process

ASC’S M.A.T. PROGRAM ATTRACTS THREE MEN WHO SEEK CAREERS AS TEACHERS. 


fter comparing other local 
universities’ master of 
arts in teaching programs, 
Doug Talbot chose Agnes Scott 
because of its practical, contempo- 
rary curriculum and the student/ 
teacher ratio. 

Talbot, whose work as a sales 
rep and systems engineer at IBM 
for the past 17 years included tech- 
nical instruction, decided he 
| wanted to change his career to 
that of teaching. Since June, he 
has been one of three men en- 
rolled in Agnes Scott’s new M.A.T.

- Prior to enrolling, the men 
admitted getting a little friendly 
ribbing from male friends who 
knew they had entered a gradu- 
ate program in a women’s col- 
lege. And as they attend classes 
here, each finds of interest the 
program's emphasis on helping 
teachers promote gender equity 
in the classroom. 

Part of that is being done 
through teacher role-models, 
through teaching techniques that 
encourage a broad range of stu- 
dent participation and through a 
conscious effort to de-center the 
classroom. For instance, in one 
class a ball was tossed randomly 
from student to student to keep

each involved in the class inter- 
action and to keep participation 
“rolling.” 

Mackey, who lived with his 
mother (Sandra Mackey, an au- 
thor and the first woman to at- 
tend the University of Virginia) 
in Saudi Arabia for three years, 
brings to the classroom a unique 
perspective on women’s roles 
and rights in another cultural 
setting. 

Atkinson, who spent some 
time after graduation working 
and traveling in South America 
and hopes to use his M.A.T. in 
the classrooms of Thailand, finds 


challenge in gender equity discus- 
sions/exercises which he believes 
could apply to racial equity as 
well. But he admits it feels “differ- 
ent” being in the minority. 

Although Talbot was a mem- 
ber of the second co-ed class at 
Connecticut College in 1970-71, 
he admits that both the male/ 
female and the student/teacher 
ratios at Agnes Scott can at times 
seem intimidating. Yet he is care- 
fully noting the classroom man- 
agement of ASC professors, plan- 
ning to apply their techniques in 
his own classroom.

$300,000 in funds 
from the estates of two alum- 
nae, Dr. Marion Mathews ’34 
and Julia Mulliss Wyer ’29.

scholarship chair and first vice 
president-elect of the 
Nacogdoches Chapter of Business 
and Professional Women.

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Questions of Belief 


AGNES SCOTT COLLEGE HAS BEEN A CRUCIBLE FOR REFINING IDEAS—OLD AND NEW. 


y experiences in college 

have served to both 

question my beliefs and 
strengthen them. When I entered 
Agnes Scott I had a firm belief in 
equality and social justice. My 
high school experiences included 
marching in Forsyth County in 
the name of racial harmony, the 
establishment of a club for the 
equality of women and active 
membership in the Baha’i faith. I 
had strong convictions that hu- 
mankind is entering a stage of 
development in which standards 
of unity, equality and justice must 
be upheld in order to establish 
world peace. I was very idealistic. 

Upon entering Agnes Scott I 
believed that such hopeful visions 
of the world’s future were shared 
by most people. Concepts such as 
love, justice and unity were, in 
my estimation, basic principles 
which would not generate a great 
debate. But college is different. 
found college a rational, analyti- 
cal environment in which no 
“basic” principle is accepted at 
face value. Instead my assump- 
tions, motivations and circum- 
stances were questioned and ana- 
lyzed. My most simple beliefs 
were debated in the context of 
history, politics and economics. 
If I discussed racial unity, its 

meaning and my intentions were 
questioned. There was always a 
process of debate which calcu- 
lated my ethnic, class and gender 


background (in order to deter- 
mine how much experience | had 
in the area of oppression and vic- 
timization). Everyone was sanc- 
tioned to politically correct lan- 
guage and a particular political 
party. When all the variables 
were weighed and calculated, it 
was determined whether I was 
talking about a racial harmony 
which allows for unity in diversity 
or an imposed unity which in- 
tends to suppress difference. 

My reaction to these inquisi- 
tions surprised me. During my last 
year of high school and through- 
out college | served as a facilitator 
at the Martin Luther King Jr. 
Center for Non violent Social 
Change. I was familiar with the 
theories of oppression and victim- 
ization and knew that I must in- 
variably defend my sincerity. 
However, college provided an 
environment where this complex 
form of communication became 
an intellectual exercise that often 
exhausted my intentions to see a 
world in peace and drained my 
enthusiasm for working toward 
that end. 

Frustrated that those who of- 
ten engaged in these communica- 
tion duels with me were flailing 
in a sea of paralyzing cynicism, | 
became firmly resolved to dis- 
cover examples of people acting 
positively in order to restore the 
hope to others that people can 
get along. 


In my senior year | conducted 
an independent study of “models 
of racial unity” on college cam- 
puses. | identified groups of 
people working for racial har- 
mony. I examined the variables 
which make such groups success- 
ful, the dynamics which contrib- 
ute to their development, and 
the factors which can be repro- 
duced to create similar groups 
elsewhere. My findings were in- 
spiring and gave credence to my 
steadfast belief that diverse 
people can live harmoniously. 


More important, these “models of 


racial unity” showed that racial 
harmony is a process which de- 
mands a selfless commitment to 
understanding and necessitates 
practical tools and techniques 
that provide communication 
skills essential to facilitating har- 
mony. One group called the Race 
Unity Forum at Georgia Tech 
utilizes concepts of consultation 
within the Baha’i faith to main- 
tain an atmosphere of trust with- 
in the group. Groups at Emory 
and Agnes Scott use comparable 
techniques to foster the develop- 
ment of their organizations. 
Another experience which 
strengthened my faith in the pos- 
sibilities of racial harmony was 
my involvement in the planning 
of the Intercollegiate Vision of 
Race Unity Conference, an 
event designed to facilitate posi- 
tive dialogue among students 


about race relations on our cam- 
puses. It was held in April 1993 
on the Georgia Tech campus and 
planned by students representing 
Agnes Scott, Emory, Spelman, 
Morehouse, Georgia Tech, Ken- 
nesaw and Georgia State. The 
conference was endorsed by 
Coretta Scott King, Ambassador 
Andrew Young, and U.S. Rep. 
Cynthia McKinney. Rep. Hen- 
rietta Turnquest opened the con- 
ference with an address entitled 
“The Challenge: Unity in Diver- 
sity.” Inspiration from the spirit of 
unity at the conference encour- 
aged participants to make the 
event an annual occasion and to 
continue their dialogue about 
positive solutions to problems of 
race on Our campuses. 

The cynical environment of 
college has tested my beliefs in 
the way that fire tests gold: mak- 
ing it purer and stronger, molding 
it into the shape most useful for 
its purpose. College has 
strengthed my resolve for social 
justice and racial unity in a world 
that is doubtful of its possibility.

Miriam Garrett's 


Invitation to Murder 


IT’S NO MYSTERY THAT ALUMNA’S DRAMA-FOR-HIRE COMPANY HAS GOTTEN RAVE REVIEWS. 


As fist, all I had to go on was her shoes. 


Black and white loafers with silhouettes of comedy and tragedy on the toes. 


One laughing, one crying. You know the ones. 

Was this some sort of clue to her line of work? 

She was pleasant, petite, with alluring eyes. But for some reason, 
everywhere she went, someone tumed up dead, she said. 


She came to my office with little more than an enigmatic smile and an mnwi- 


tation to look at the contents of a black, glossy folder. 


In it were the details of her past. 


One of my biggest expenses is for cleaning. You have to get the blood out of 
- all the clothes after every raurder, you know, said Miriam Garrett ’84 coolly, 


as she fumbled through the folder for some photographs. 
Yes, photographs, chronicling the carnage. 


How bizarre, I thought. 


And there were other people in other photos—laughing, drinking, talk- 


ing—as if nothing unusual was happening. 


Witnesses. Jovial witnesses. 


Why had they not come forward to report the deaths? And yes, many 
deaths were documented in her dark album. 


The money’s good. I’ve made my living at it for six years now, Garrett 


confessed. 


Could I really be hearing the confessions of a cold-hearted serial killer? 


Could she be accepting blood money as nonchalanily as I would accept a ride 


home from work? 


Yes, she admitted without remorse. 


Would these shocking revelations never end? 


Was I in danger of being next? 
Hardly. 


iriam Garrett is the 

founder of An Invitation 

to Murder, a murder-mys- 
tery-for-hire performance company 
that peppers parties and seminars 
in the Atlanta area with intrigue 
and suspense. She and a group of 
25 actors stage murders in recep- 
tion, dinner or seminar settings 
while the guest clients serve as de- 
tectives who solve the mysteries. 

Since Invitation to Murder’s 

first staging, appropriately on Hal- 
loween night six years ago, Garrett 
and her core group of seven or 


| eight actors stage three to four mur- 


ders a month for business and cor- 


| porate clients, for non-profit 
| organizations and for individuals. 


“I do the writing, a little direc- 
tion and mostly improvisation,” 


| says the thespian leader who offers 


her clients a variety of stock mys- 
teries— from Chairs, a spoof of 
television’s Cheers, and Stranded, a 
takeoff of Gilligan’s Island; to Mur- 
der Under the Magnolias, Garrett’s 


| own sequel to Gone With the 


| Wind. She’s even staged a version 


of Murder on the Orient Express 
for a party aboard the New Georgia 
Railroad. Guests to the “murder 
parties” are advised to eavesdrop 
on all conversations; work as a 


_ team; pay attention to clues; use 
| money as bribes when needed; and 


realize that there may be more 


_ than one murderer. They are also 
| not to risk their lives—it’s only a 


game. And even if they don’t 
know whodunit they are strongly 
advised to guess. The rules warn 
guests that they may be bound, 
gagged or “silenced” in a number 
of clever ways. 

Garrett says that if none of her 
11 stock shows suits a client, she 
custom designs one that will 
work, such as The Tooth of the 
Crime, which kept the 150-mem- 
ber North Carolina Dental Asso- 
ciation on the trail of characters 
Ginger Vitas, Ruddy Canal and 
Cole Gate until they rooted out 
the murderer. 

The creative challenge is con- 
stant, comments Garrett, “You 
never know when ideas are going 
to pop into your head. I’ll be in 
the middle of a conversation and 
I'll have to write [something] 
down. I keep a pad by my bed at 
night. My friends tease me be- 
cause they don’t think I really 
work; you know, I’m not sitting at 
a desk.” 

The cost of a murder mystery 
ranges from $1,800 to $3,000, 
depending on a client’s choice of 
stock or custom work, the perfor 
mance time and the distance the 
troupe must travel to reach a site 
(most are in the Atlanta area, but 
the group has performed in other 
parts of Georgia, Tennessee and 
North Carolina). Price includes 
actors’ fees, writer's and director's 
fees, props and costumes, pro- 


grams, “bribe money” and detec- 
tive certificates to those who 
solve the mystery. For a fee per 
service, Garrett will also handle 
additional details such as invita- 
tions, catering and photographers. 

Garrett says she sort of “fell 
into” the creation of her own 
company, but not without train- 
ing and experience. After gradu- 
ating with a degree in theatre 
from ASC, she worked for a year 
as assistant to the artistic director 
of a company called Stage Direc- 
tions. 

She had also worked for a mur- 
der-mystery-for-hire company in 
Atlanta for about a year and a 
half before leaving to tour for 
nine months with the North 
Carolina Theatre for Young 
People. When she returned, “the 
guy | had worked with before [in 
Atlanta] had donated a murder 
performance in a silent auction 
but backed out. I was called on to 
do it.” Since then, she and her 
troupe have performed more than 
100 engagements. 

“Getting my theatre degree in 
general prepared me to do just 
about anything I want to,” says 
Garrett confidently. “I learned to 
work a skill saw, organize a box 
office, set up for shows, make cos- 
tumes. | think the theatre depart- 
ment is underrated. You learn to 
do a lot more than just act.” 

But theatre was not the num-

ber one career choice for Garrett 
who began college as.a chemistry 
major, intent on going to medical 
school. Not long into the program 
she decided to switch. Theatre has 
been a passion with her since her 
first play performance at age three. 
“Once it’s in your blood,” she says, 
“you can’t get it out.” 

Now that An Invitation to 
Murder has its footing, Garrett 
plans to branch out into children’s 
theatre. “When I toured with the 
North Carolina group, seeing the 
children experience theatre for 
the first time was very gratifying.” 
Georgia, she believes, needs that 
alternative. Children are too tied 
up in [computer games such as] 
Nintendo; creativity is thrown to 
the wayside. I want to make the 
child and the general public aware 
that children’s theatre doesn’t 
have to be hokie. Children are a 
difficult audience. If they don’t 
like you, they tell you in a heart- 
beat.” 

While that idea is germinating, 
Garrett will continue with her 
mainstay—performing for adults 
at businesses or in homes. In her 
off-time Garrett says she enjoys 
doing “anything but this—going 
to a movie, going to a party and 
being myself.” In a line of work 
which most would consider fun, 
Garrett even admits one ironic 
twist: “I hate costume parties.”

Death of a 
Caring 
Teacher 


WAS A FRENCH 
PROFESSOR WHO TOOK A 
PERSONAL INTEREST IN 

HER STUDENTS. 


argaret Phythian ’16, 
former chair of the 
French department at Agnes 
Scott, died May 26 in Decatur 
at the age of 98. 

Phythian, the first Adeline 
Arnold Loridans Professor of 
French, frequently toured the 
provinces of 
France, 
studying its 
people, his- 
tory and 
geography. 
She affec- 
tionately 
described 
France as 
her 
“adopted 
homeland” 
with “wooded mountains as 
beautiful as our Smokies and 
the snow-crowned Alps more 
majestic than our Rockies.” 

Phythian received her 
bachelor’s degree in French 
from Agnes Scott in 1916 and 
immediately began a long aca- 
demic career with the College. 
In 1929 she received a master’s 
degree in French from the 
University of Cincinnati, in 
1937 a doctorate from the 
University in Grenoble, and in 
1939 was inducted into Phi 
Beta Kappa at Agnes Scott. 
Following her retirement from 
ASC in 1964, the Board of 
Trustees and friends estab- 
lished the Margaret T. 
Phythian Fund, a scholarship 
for French majors to sponsor 
special summer study in 
France. 

Betty Edwards Gray ’35, a 
friend for over 60 years, de- 
scribed Phythian as an enthu- 
siastic member of the ASC 
faculty who was genuinely in- 
terested in the well-being of 
her students and fellow faculty 
members. Gray remembers 
many occasions when 
Phythian took a personal inter 
est in her. “She helped me to 
feel at home. J don’t know 
what I would have done my 
first two or three years at 
Agnes Scott without her 
friendship. But then again that 
was the way she was—she was 
just a nice person to so many 
people.”

The Lees’ second historic home, the 1796 Hamp- 
ton-Lillibridge House, is often referred to as 
Savannah’s Haunted House. Although it is said that 
ghosts once sang and danced there until dawn, Lee 
saw no apparitions during her 10 years of residence. 
However, she says that some “strange things” hap- 
pened—‘mostly to Lawrence when he was at home 
alone,” she adds with a smile. One night when the 
rest of the family was out, Dr. Lee received a tele- 
phone call in the first-floor living room. Later he 
retired to the third-floor bedroom, where he found 
the bedside phone “not only off the hook, but with 
the receiver lying on the bed.” Since the house had 
only one phone line, how he received a call earlier 


Lee’s advocacy for historical preservation began 
in 1955, when seven women founded Historic Sa- 
yvannah in order to save the Davenport House 
which was threatened with demolition. The year 
before, the old City Market had been leveled for a 
parking lot, and the Davenport House’s impending 
demise “got Historic Savannah going,” says Lee. 

The 1820 Georgian residence by master builder 
Isaiah Davenport had become a “tenement with 18 
people,” Lee explains. “One lady saw someone 
cracking ice with a hammer on the marble mantel-

or Betty Andrews Lee ’47, the historic houses 

of Savannah are not just relics; they are 

homes, each with a distinct past and a unique

toric Savannah Foundation and the Georgia Trust 
for Historic Preservation. Lee’s level of interest has 
not diminished: she still sees the houses as manifes- 
tations of the people who lived there, and describes 


piece, and she was so upset that she bought the 
mantelpiece and took it away. She hasn’t given it 
back since.” After Historic Savannah managed to 
purchase the Davenport House, Lee persuaded a 
garden club to plant the garden, and she secured 
the donation of a gate. Now historic Savannah 
maintains this house as a furnished museum. 

Lee began to learn more of Savannah’s history 
in 1962, when she became a tour guide for the Sa- 
vannah Visitors’ Service. “I had to learn so much

RELIGION-MAJOR-TURNED-SCULPTOR NENA BRYANS FINDS HER WORK “AS CLOSE TO HEAVEN AS YOU CAN GET.” 


hen sculptor Nena Hale Bryans graduated from Agnes 

Scott in 1951 with a degree in Bible and religion, she had 

never taken an art class in her life. Today, she thinks that 
sculpting in her garage, while listening to classical music, is as “close 


to heaven as you can get.” 


For several years now, Bryans, who lives in Devon, Pa., has taken 
an active role in bridging what she defines as a gap between the 


church and the arts. 


She is a founding member of the Association Uniting Religion 
and Art (AURA), a Philadelphia, Pa., based group of artists and 
clergy that began meeting in 1985. The group of 15 had initially in- 
tended only to discuss a paper Bryans had written, which proposed 
various ways the church and the arts could forge a more interactive 
relationship. (This paper was later published as a book in 1988 en- 
titled Full Circle, A Proposal to the Church for an Arts Ministry.) Now, 


over 100 people of various reli- 
gions and art interests belong 
to the group, which meets 
quarterly. The organization 
regularly sponsors art shows 
and workshops on varying sub- 
jects, ranging from “Sacred 
Space: An Aesthetic for Litur- 
gical Environments” to “Jazz 
and Worship.” 

Bryans contends that at 
times artists understand reli- 
gious matters better than theo- 
logians. “The church needs to 
be aware of artists, to help en- 
hance the artists, and to be in 
touch with the artists because 
of who they are and what they 
struggle with,” she says. “Art- 
ists are in touch with things 
before the rest of us.” 

Bryans spent 18 years work- 
ing as a Christian educator 
around the United States. Fol- 
lowing graduation, she worked 
for two years in Las Cruces, 
N.M., at the First Presbyterian 
Church, then moved on to the 
Presbyterian School of Chris- 


tian Education in Richmond, 
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In her sculpture, Bryan often turns to religious themes. “I do shia that have 
importance to me, children or family—biblical stories have special meaning.” 


Va., to pursue a master’s degree in religious education. In 1955, she 
returned to her home state of Alabama to be the director of Christian 
education for a church in Montgomery. Between 1959 and 1964 while 
working in Atlanta for the Foreign Policy Association (FPA), Bryans 
took an art class and discovered sculpting. 

“One should be creative in some way,” she says. 

Bryans continued her career with FPA in New York City, married 
in 1967 and had children in the years that followed. She continued 
her sculpting: her children were often her subjects. “There is some sat- 
isfaction amidst all of that to have those sculptures now that reflect 
their childhood.” Both of Bryans’ children have gained some interest 
in art—her daughter in pottery, and her son in architecture at Syra- 
cuse University. “What feeds what, is hard to know,” she says. 

The themes of Bryans’ sculpture often encompass religious or 
humanitarian issues. “I do things that have importance to me, [things] 


to do with children or family 
relations, and biblical stories 
that have special meaning.” 

“A Long Wait” is a piece 
that shows refugee children in- 
terned behind a wire fence. 
“Unless [ Touch” depicts the 
disciple Thomas’ doubt of 
Christ’s return. 

Bryans recently finished a 
large sculpture called “Make 
Way for the Image of God,” 
which is approximately five feet 
long and about 14 inches high, 
with 13 figures of different ages, 
races, and social class being led 
down a street by an angel. 
Bryans considers it her largest, 
most ambitious project yet. She 
was inspired by a Jewish proverb 
that reads: “As man makes his 
way through the world, an angel 
precedes him, saying, ‘Make way 
for the image of God.’ ” 

“Tt is a great joy to do it,” says 
Bryans of the creative process. 
“But if people respond to it,” she 
sighs, and explains, “it gives me

For instance, if a company 
receiving an IFC loan is build- 
ing a fossil fuel power plant in 
India, IFC requires the company 
to do an environmental impact 
assessment, to study the effect 
the plant will have on the natu- 
ral surroundings and on the 
area’s residents. 

Oliveira explains that IFC 
requires the borrowing company 
to create a resettlement plan if 
homesteads are affected. The 
company also must have a pol- 
lution control plan plus plans to 
protect endangered species. 

“We tell the companies they 
must meet these standards,” says 
Oliveira. Hers is a controversial 
field, on the cutting-edge of glo- 
bal business and one seemingly 
far removed from her ASC mu- 
sic courses.

Red and white Coca- 
Cola bottles, cans and cups, in a 
variety of shapes and sizes, are 
perched on her desk, stacked on 
shelves and heaped in boxes in a 
comer of her Atlanta office. 

As supervisor of Coca-Cola 
USA's package quality labora- 
tory, Lockhart ’76 leads a staff of 
seven who evaluate the ways in 
which “The Real Thing” is pack- 
aged and brought to the market- 
place. Her team designs, prepares 
and conducts tests on the bever- 
ages and the materials used in 
their containers. The tests be- 
come especially critical when a 
new substance such as a different 
type of resin is used in the manu- 
facture of a plastic bottle. Bever- 
age taste tests are administered 
to determine if the product’s 
quality has been altered by the 
new packaging substance. 

Although the majority of her 
work is now administrative, 
Lockhart began conducting tests 
for Coca-Cola as a chemist after 
graduating from Agnes Scott. 
She say$ her first assignment, 
beverage base and concentrate 
analysis, “was a good broad-based 
background to build from if one 
intended to stay in the beverage 
industry as I have. 

“L was ready for the Coke en- 
vironment,” Lockhart adds. “I 
had an excellent education at 
Agnes Scott. I was confident in 
my capabilities to do the work 
and that was a morale booster.

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FEW AMERICANS ALIVE ON 

NOV. 22, 1963—INCLUDING MANY 
AT AGNES SCOTT=—CANNOT RE- 
MEMBER WHERE THEY WERE THE 
DAY JFK DIED; HIS ASSASSINATION 
MARKED “THE DEATH OF PROMISE” 


hey were Barbie and Ken-like 
perfection, seated in the back of 
that long, blue 1961 Lincoln 
Continental that wound slowly 
down the last leg of the presidential motor- 
cade on Elm Street. Young, attractive, im- 
peccably dressed and poised, the Camelot 
Couple—President and Mrs. John E 
Kennedy—gave their last hopeful waves to 
Texas at about 12:30 p.m. as they finished 


the final, fatal block in their Nov. 22, 1963, 
journey. The campaign speech Kennedy 


| planned to deliver at the Dallas Trade Mart 


that day would never be heard. He would 
instead, only a half hour later, lie silent in 
the emergency room of Parkland Hospital 
as doctors pronounced him dead from mul- 
tiple gunshot wounds. 

Dallas manufacturer Abraham Zapruder, 
positioned that day on the Grassy Knoll in 
Dealey Plaza with his now-famous home 
movie camera, captured not only the im- 
pact of the shots but the passing of the his- 
toric Kennedy into the myth. 

“What was killed in Dallas was not only 
the President, but the promise,” wrote jour- 
nalist James Reston of the day’s events. It 
was “the death of youth and the hope of 
youth, of the beauty and grace and touch of 
magic.” 

Linda Hubert ’62, chair of Agnes Scott’s 
English department, was a graduate student 
at Emory University that year. She remem- 
bers hearing the news of Kennedy’s death 
on her car radio while en route to the 
Agnes Scott library. “I ran into the library, 
like the crier of doom, and bellowed it to 
Lillian Newman and whoever else was 


there at the time. People were confused. It 
took them awhile to figure out what I was 
talking about.” But slowly the news began 
to sink in and they searched for more infor- 
mation. 

“He left us as a young man of promise 
and almost instantly became mythic. And 
the [events of the] years intervening under- 
scored that. This was before we [as a na- 
tion] had lost our innocence. There was 
this kind of nobility attached to govern- 
ment, that the people who were elected to 
office were statesmen.” 

Some argue that in America’s tendency 
to attach great importance to the office of 
the presidency, lies one reason why 
Kennedy’s death seemed so devastating to 
the nation. 

The country’s image of Kennedy as an

“imperial leader” or a “super human” was 
perhaps an outgrowth of complacency, 
thinks Gus Cochran, ASC professor of po- 
litical science, who was a high school senior 
when the president was assassinated. 
“There were a number of things written 
afterward about the idea of having a presi- 
dent as high priest or a deified figure, which 
[may] explain the strong pathological reac- 
tion to his death. 

“After World War Il, America was in a 
very anomalous position. Everybody else 
[the key players in the war: French, British, 
Germans, Italians] came out of the war bat- 
tered but we didn’t.” The American 
economy was booming and “there was very 
much this sense of being able to do things 
at home and abroad without paying any 
cost. We thought we could do no wrong.” 

Part of the reason that the memory of 
Kennedy as a great leader lingers on is be- 
cause of this nostalgia we feel about the pe- 
riod as a serene, innocent time. The world 
seemed to be ours. We didn’t have to doubt 
ourselves; we didn’t have to solve the com- 
plexities of the time. This reached its peak 
at the end of the 1950s.” 

Political complexities existed, either just 
barely exposed or rippling just below the 
surface. Russia had secured a Communist 
toehold in Cuba; the battle between North 
and South Vietnam was escalating; at home 
civil unrest over racial issues was brewing; 
and even on Capitol Hill, Kennedy was at 
loggerheads with a Democratic Congress 
over many proposals. By 1963, the nation’s 
fiber showed signs of fraying and Kennedy’s 
assassination signaled this. “By 1965 things 
began to fall apart.” 

Although the average American looks 
back on the Kennedy years as more of a 
triumphant era, most academics don’t, 
notes Cochran. They note the earlier seeds 
of change and trouble. “The revisionists 
[academics] would find Kennedy much 
more conservative than the popular 
public image.” 
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Says Cathy Scott, associate professor 
and chair of ASC’s political science de- 
partment, “He was very much a Cold War 
warrior, obsessed with [Fidel] Castro. On 
civil rights issues, he sort of sat back and 
watched and waited. The situation in 
Vietnam was escalating and then on a per- 
sonal level, his philandering certainly tar- 
nished his image.” She was aged five at the 
time of Kennedy’s death. “Don’t get me 
wrong, I like JFK as much as anyone else, | 
even became sort of obsessed with his life 
when | was about 15, but now I am less 
enamored with his past than some.” 

Michele Gillespie, ASC assistant pro- 
fessor of history, was only two years old at 
the time of the assassination. “I don’t have 
the burden of that memory of Kennedy 
that many da,” notes Gillespie, but “I 
think that the deep sense of loss grew out 
of the fact that he was a very vital, very 
young man, cut down in his prime. He had 
all these notions of about the New Fron- 
tier, both in social programs and in space. 
He launched this idea that young people 
could really reshape the nation. He hadn’t 
quite been tested yet, and his term was a 
pulling together of many elements of possi- 
bility. The country was on the verge of 
new or renewed greatness and Kennedy’s 
death was a symbolic shattering of the 
country’s collective hope.” 

Alumnae Affairs Director Lucia 
Sizemore ’65, an Agnes Scott student at 
the time of the assassination, remembers 
well the drama of the day. “I was eating 
lunch with my mother when I heard the 
news of the shooting. Later, when they 
announced his death, | had the feeling 
that ‘what is happening in the world?’ 
There wasn’t this hysteria but this deep 
concern. When he was shot, it was as if 
everything that | believed in as an idealist 
was shot down with him. A lot of disillu- 
sionment came out of it. But for some it 
was a challenge to take up the mantle 
and continue.”

issue. Upon returning to my desk 
I discovered a faxed communica- 
tion from the College’s lawyer 
regarding a nearly two-year-old 
lawsuit. 

A morning such as this one 
may not be a fair sampling of a 
college president's life, but it does 
illustrate the contentions and 
stressful nature of one of the most 
complex jobs available today. 
Though a college president today 
has many roles to play—manager, 
cheerleader, fund-raiser, mediator, 
architect, engineer, and financial 
wizard—it is the role of educator 
which motivates presidents, in- 
cluding me, to take on such com- 
plex jobs. 

Most of us who have been 


called upon to be college presi- 
dents in the last decades of the 
20th century often think that the 
job must have been easier at an 
earlier time. But given the stories 
about heroic presidents who 
managed to keep their institu- 
tions afloat throughout wars, de- 
pressions and natural disasters, 
the presidency quite possibly has 
always had its own set of stresses. 
Today academic institutions 
have extended the idea of in- 
volvement to such a degree that 
there is almost no decision on 
campus which can be made by a 
group of responsible persons in 
any category without drawing 
fire. Some complain they weren’t 
consulted; others that their views 
did not prevail. With greater di-

or the first time in three years, the average start- 
ing salary of Agnes Scott graduates increased, 
according to the Office of Career Planning and 
Placement’s follow-up “Survey of the Class of 1992.” 
Despite the fact that the class of 1992 entered the 
job market at a highly competitive time, 36 percent 
of those responding to the survey attained jobs with 
salaries of $22,000 or more, compared to 16 percent 
in that category for the previous year. 
From the class of 1992, 82 women, or 66 percent, 


responded to the survey. 


Full-time employment was down 5 percent, from 
55 to 50, for the classes of 1991 and 1992. Of those

employed, 1992 graduates were still obtaining jobs 
mainly in the private sector (31 women, representing

logue and de- 
velop any sense of commonalty. 
What is it that keeps a presi- 
dent in a job with so many to 
satisfy? The rewards of the presi- 
dency are not those perquisites 
listed in the appointment letter. 
Rather they are such things as 
seeing the fresh and hopeful faces 
of incoming students, and the 
glow of admiration on the faces of 
parents at graduation. They are 
the public occasions which recall 
the college’s real reason for being. 
They are the prestigious awards 
received by faculty members and 
students, validating not only their 
work but also the institution. 
They are the satisfactions felt 
when alumnae testify 10, 30 and 
50 years after graduation that 
their lives were transformed by 


their college experience. 

The real reward for the com- 
plexities of this job is the oppor- 
tunity to enable the institution to 
be more than it would have been 
if you'd never served. This growth 
may be through achieving greater 
scholarly competence or financial 
health, or leading people to a 
wider cultural understanding, or 
successfully presenting your insti- 
tution to those who can provide 
resources, or seeing students and 
others aglow with the excitement 
of discovery. Rejoicing in the 
achievements of the community 
in its totality constitutes the real 
reward and satisfaction of the 
college presidency in any time 
and place.

MAT Update 


GRADS PRAISE PROGRAM'S FOCUS, EMPHASIS. 


n undergraduate courses, 
Heather Held, an English 
major, had education classes 

with students who would one day 
teach French, math and other 
subjects. But when she entered 
the Master of Arts in Teaching 
Secondary English program last 
year, she enjoyed an unusual 
sense of kinship. “We all had the 
same dreams, the same vision. 
We all wanted to translate litera- 
ture in ways that will enhance 
kids’ lives.” 

Held is among the first six stu- 
dents to finish degree require- 
ments for the MAT and she will 
be among 11 students to receive 
master’s degrees in May 1994. 

Her enthusiasm for the experi- 
ence seems to reflect an overall 
response to the program—in less 
than two years, the MAT has 
grown to its current enrollment 
of 27. “Our intention is to keep 
the program small enough so that 
there is a lot of personal interac- 
tion between students and fac- 
ulty, and careful supervision of 
the teaching experience,” ex- 
plains Ruth Bettandorff, director 
of graduate studies and associate 
dean of the College. Already en- 
rollment approaches the pro- 
jected 30-35 students. “I think,” 
admits Bettandorff, “we have all 
been pleasantly surprised by the 
interest in the program.” 

The appeal lies in part on a 
focus on gender equity through- 
out the curriculum. Kate Ogle, 
also a member of the first gradu- 
ating MAT class, said that em- 
phasis is influencing her approach 
in her class in East Paulding 
Middle School. For instance, 
when boys expressed outrage over 
the news of a woman sexually 
mutilating her husband, Ogle 
asked their response to news of a 
woman being raped. “The boys 
couldn’t believe she wouldn’t be 
put in the electric chair. Yet 
when women are raped, rapists 
are let go.” 

Says Ogle, “Every day is an 


opportunity for me to bring up a 
gender issue.” 

The emphasis on writing is 
also appealing to prospective stu- 
dents, believes Bettandorff. “We 
have found a niche different from 
other MAT programs. Yet we are 
constantly evaluating the curricu- 
lum and seeking ways to improve 
the program. For example, we 
have created a new course in the 
history and structure of the En- 
glish language.” 

Ogle said she expected her 
coursework at Agnes Scott to be 
rigorous. But she felt that trying 
to complete course requirements 
in 15 months was tough. Held 
acknowledged an occasional 
overlap in English and education 
course content and pointed to 
the difficulties in meeting mul- 
tiple assignment deadlines. Yet 
both seemed pleased with their 
professors and student teaching 
experiences. Held particularly 
appreciated classroom interac- 
tion. “The MAT students formed 
a bond quickly. They often gave 
each other ideas. I gained a 
bunch of lifelong friendships.”

teaching certification is a primary goal, but 

she notes, “I don’t want to stop there. I’ve 
come this far, a lot further than I thought I 
would—maybe Ill be a school principal.” 

Morris is realizing that certificate goal through 
Scott-Free Year 5 Program. She is among the more 
than 50 recent graduates who have taken courses 
at Agnes Scott, tuition free, since the program be- 
gan in fall 1992. Alumnae are eligible for Year 5 if 
they have completed graduation requirements 
within two semesters of enrolling in the program. 
Courses can be taken on a space-available basis. 

Patricia White, assistant dean of the college, is 
director and student advisor for Year 5. “Some 
students are using it for teacher certification, the 
MAT program, completing requirements for a 
second major or preparing for graduate school. 


“The program has gone well,” White comments. 


“Tt hasn’t been an additional workload for faculty 
and the students have benefited immensely. A lot 
of students decided late in their four years to do 
something different. Year 5 gives them a chance to 
come back and pick up courses to prepare them for 
whatever they choose.” 

A few Year 5 students are completing non-aca- 
demic internships and externships or working 
part-time while taking classes. Nancy “Nanska” 
Lovell ’93 is balancing her time between four 
classes, an internship in urban forestry, an 
externship at Smyrna Hospital, managing the 
soccer team and playing on the basketball team. 

“] like the fact that | can continue my educa- 
tion,” Lovell says. “The fact that I’m staying in 
school to take courses geared toward my major 
[biology] shows graduate schools that I’m serious. 
The disadvantage is that I’m avoiding the inevi- 
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table—work. But I’ve turned down job offers be- 
cause | want to continue classes to prepare myself 
for graduate school.” 

Classified as neither graduate students or un- 
dergraduate students, some Year 5 participants say 
they feel like “outsiders.” Alaina Williams ’93 
agrees, “Because we live off campus and are pretty 
much on our own, we tend to miss a lot of what’s 
happening on campus. But, on the other hand, 
I’m glad I don’t have to be involved so much be- 
cause a lot of my time is taken up with planning 
my career. In fact, | barely have time to come to 
my class sometimes.” 

Year 5 has helped students refine their career 
choices and influenced others to take their ca- 
reers in different directions altogether. 

Art history major Talin Keyfer 93 wanted to 
be an archaeologist, but felt it was not a practical 
career choice. “After graduation I decided to go 
into art therapy because I love art and people and 
there is a need for it.” Keyfer took several educa- 
tion courses this fall to prepare for that career, but 
soon realized she was ignoring her “passion for 
archaeology.”

“T don’t feel as concerned about classes because 
I’ve graduated,” observes Keyfer, “so everything is 
happening much easier than before. The classes 
I’ve taken this semester will benefit me; nothing 
has been wasted.” 1 

Shannon Ramker ’93 concludes, “It’s a good 
time for those who don’t feel ready. It gives them 
time to make decisions and plan for the future.”

AGNES SCOTT HAS FIRST COLLEGIATE GARDEN FOR PEACE 


n the west side of Agnes 
Scott’s Alumnae Garden, 


a narrow brick pathway 
Linned wields lintupe winds Lbemeachs 


a canopy of twin oaks. The trick- 
ling fountain nearby and the 
chatter of resident squirrels in 
this private spot “refresh the soul 
with the harmony of nature,” 
writes Victoria Lambert, manager 
of campus services. Lambert saw 
her written proposal for a Gar- 
dens for Peace site become reality 
as alumnae, staff, faculty and 
Agnes Scott neighbors gathered 
on Sept. 18 for a late afternoon 
dedication. 

At the garden dedication, 
ASC President Ruth Schmidt 
noted that with the designation 
of the garden, “comes a new hope 
for the possibility of peace. Too 
often we prefer the easy habits of 
hatred to the hard work of peace. 
Personally, as a pacifist, it gives 
me great pleasure to announce 
this garden” which will be used 
for reflection and the fostering of 
peace. 

“Learning peace is something 
like learning a language—if one 
learns the habits of peace early in 
life at home, it is easier than 
studying peace or a language later 
in life.” 

ASC student Deya Kurchieva 
96 of Sofia, Bulgaria, who visited 
a similar garden, also spoke at the 
dedication: “I believe that the 
language of flowers and trees is 
the same for everybody. The more 
gardens there are, the greater 
chance we have for peace.” 

The Agnes Scott garden is the 
first campus peace garden desig- 
nated by Gardens for Peace, a 
non-profit organization headquar- 
tered in Atlanta and founded in 
1984 by Agnes Scott alumna 
Laura Whitner Dorsey ’35 and 
her daughter Laura Dorsey Rains

SHAW, LONG TIME PRO- 
FESSOR OF SPANISH, DIES; 
HER LEGACY OF BLENDING 
CULTURE AND LANGUAGE 
STUDY CONTINUES 


onstance Caswell Shaw, a 

member of Agnes Scott 

College’s Spanish depart- 
ment for 27 years and chair of 
that department from 1974 until 
1988, died Aug. 31. 

Shaw displayed great interest 
in the structure and politics of 
the world around her. She was 
the first Agnes Scott faculty 
member to receive a Fellowship 
for College Teachers from the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities. In 1981-82, Shaw 
used her fellowship to research 
the ethics of Aranguren, a dissi- 
dent intellectual in Spain. 

Her influence extended be- 
yond the classroom. In 1979, she 
led a group of students on a four- 
week excursion to Spain. Her 
affection for her students and her 
great love of teaching were 
apparent. 

“It was an extraordinary expe- 
rience to be with students during 
their first exposure to a different 
culture, to Europe, to Madrid,” 
wrote Shaw of the experience. 

“Each day, at least one of the 
group rewarded my efforts by her 
good spirit, consideration, serious 
effort or delightful excitement. 
There were delicious times when 
I was filled with respect and deep 
affection for each and every one

of them.” 

As a member of the Agnes 
Scott community, Shaw served 
on several academic committees 
and was a judge for the 
McKinney Book Award. She 
published articles in Filologia y 
Critica Hispanica, Insula, Queens 
Quarterly and The Hispanic Essay. 

Prior to joining the faculty of 
Agnes Scott, the Massachusetts 
native taught at Smith College 
(her alma mater) from 1962-66; 
and at Bates College, 1960-62. 

Shaw completed her graduate 
study at Columbia University, 
receiving her Ph.D. in 1958. 

She is survived by two chil- 
dren, Cordelia and Peter. A me- 
morial service was held for her in 


Thatcher Chapel.

ALUMNA DIANA DYER WILSON, 29-YEAR TRUSTEE, DIES 


iana Dyer Wilson "32, a 
member of the Agnes 
Scott College Board of 
Trustees for 29 years, died 
Aug. 31, leaving in access of 
$78,500 to ASC’s James Ballard 
Dyer Scholarship Fund, which 
Wilson established in 1949. 

The daughter of James Ballard 
Dyer and Diana Mauzy Dyer, 
Diana Dyer Wilson graduated 
with honors from Reynolds High 
School in Winston-Salem, N. C. 
As a student at ASC, she served 
as president of Mortar Board, a 
volunteer with the Y.W.C.A., 
and as student chair for the Col- 
lege Fund campaign. 

Wilson continued to serve the 
Agnes Scott community when 
she was elected to the Board of 
Trustees in 1954, an office she 
held until her retirement in 1983. 
She served on the board’s 
Development Committee and 
the Personnel Committee. 

She also served as general 
chair for the Agnes Scott Fund of 
1976-77, and was elected trustee 


emerita for her years of dedicated 
service. Wilson served as a volun- 
teer on the national level for the 
Girl Scouts of America for over 
30 years. She joined the Girl 
Scouts as a high school senior, 
became a troop leader upon her 
return from college, and was 
elected to the National Board of 
Directors in 1941, serving until 
1953, and again from 1957 until 
1972. 

She also held the offices of 
national vice president, chair of 
the National Executive Commit- 
tee, and a member of the Consti- 
tutional Committee of Girl 
Scouts from 1975-77. She was 
awarded the highest honor given 
to an adult by the Girl Scouts, 
the Thanks Badge. 

At home in Winston-Salem, 
Wilson served as an elder of the 
First Presbyterian Church and as 
a trustee of the Moravian Home. 
She was active in the Junior 
League, Arts Council, and served 
as president of the Winston- 
Salem Natural Science Museum.

SOIOLOGIST DARDEN ’63 HELPS STUDENTS INTERPRET HUMAN BEHAVIOR 


ith questions in hand and her keen sense 
of observation ever ready, Donna 


Darden 63 has visited down-home 


rattlesnake roundups in 
South Georgia and glitzy 
cosmetic counters in San 
Francisco, Tulsa and Dal- 
las—all in the name of 
sociological research. 
This August, Darden 
was named chair of the 
sociology and philosophy - 
department at Tennessee 
Technological University 
in Cookeville, adding 
these administrative 
duties to her teaching 


responsibilities, including two introductory sociol- 
ogy courses. “These are my favorite courses because 
there is a little bit of everything in them and | 
tailor the classes to the students’ interests,” she 
says. “If | can open a few minds to marrying, 

well, racism and homophobia, then I’ve done my 


job well.” 


Over the past three decades she has taught at 
the University of Tampa, University of Hawaii, 
University of Georgia and University of Arkansas, 
stepping outside of academia briefly a few years 
ago, to serve as a senior researcher in television

There she conducted demographic studies, focus 
group interviews and in-house training. She found, 
however, that her interests are better suited to the 
academic realm. 

Darden approaches her profession as a “symbolic 
interactionist,” using what she describes as a 
“meaning-based” approach to understanding hu- 
man. behavior, qualitative research and an under 
standing of people’s “lived experiences.” She 
explains, “I should be able to go to any group of 
people and behave as an informed insider.” Her 
interest in sociology draws heavily on anthropology 
and linguistics. 

Darden earned a doctorate in sociology from the 
University of Georgia after graduating from ASC 
with a degree in French. Originally from Charlotte, 


N.C., she was inspired to come to Agnes Scott by 


Laura Steele, ASC’s former director of admis- 
sion and by high school teacher Emmie Hay 
Alexander 56, whom Darden describes as “neat as 
pockets on a shirt.” 

By choosing to specialize in researching what 
she terms deviant behavior because “it’s the most

LIFES HARD LESSONS FROM “A SHY BUNNY” 


magine being terrified of going 

to birthday parties because 

they might not serve peanut 
butter and jelly sandwiches. 

Imagine not going outside dur- 
ing the summer because butter- 
flies might chase you. 

My practical Bostonian 
mother was blessed with a 
dreamy, sensitive daughter, and 
she explained her child’s eccen- 
tricities away with the phrase, 
“She’s a shy bunny.” 

] remember a second grade 
“ditto” that came into my par- 
ents’ hands announcing a 
schoolwide Easter bonnet con- 
test. (Remember the days before’ 
Xerox? The always-a-bit-damp 
purplish dittos smelled wonderful. 
I can remember the math home- 
work dittos with neat columns 
and rows of math problems not 
yet marred by my large, still unco- 
ordinated Husky-pencil hand- 
writing.) Each child (or her 
mother) was to create a bonnet, 
and winners would be announced 
at a pre-Easter assembly. 

Sitting with my friends on the 
playground at recess (one of those 
rare days when we were not chas- 
ing Danny West, trying to kiss 
him), I listened to the other girls 
describe the hats their mothers 
were busy constructing—no 


mean feat, | now realize, in the 
days before hot-glue guns. 

Descriptions of bunnies frol- 
icking in flowers and foliage 
around a straw hat brim spilled 
from the lips of the young girls 
whose mothers played bridge 
weekly and were officers in their 
garden clubs. How beautiful those 
hats would be. 

The day before the contest, I 
discussed the project over milk 
and cookies with Mom and 
quickly got the feeling that she 
had her own ideas about the hat. 
Bunnies on parade would not be 
an option (Mom did not play 
bridge and stayed in the garden 
club long enough to win first 
place for her flower arrangement, 
then quit). She told me that she 
had a better idea, and even at 
that young age I knew to be sus- 
pect. She told me that we were 
going to do something different 
(read: inexpensive), something 
that wouldn’t look like all the other 
girls’ hats. Nonconformity had no 
attraction for me at age seven. 

After the dinner dishes had 
been washed and dried, we began 
work. Or rather, my mother be- 
gan work. I assisted with quiet 
anxiety. 

My vision of the pastoral bon- 
net was quickly replaced by a low- 


budget creation whose items 
originated in our refrigerator. We 
dyed six eggs blue, yellow, green, 
orange, purple, and red, let them 
dry, and blew out the yolks. Mom 
glued the six eggs into a gray 
pressed-paper egg carton and tied 
a piece of yarn to both sides of it. 
Viola! My chapeau was fini. 

I was horrified. Nothing could 
have been further from my image 
of the straw hat. 

But Mom had four children to 
worry about, and | figured I was 
lucky to even have a bonnet to 
enter in the contest. An ugly 
bonnet, | reasoned, was better 
than no bonnet at all. Years later, 
Mom confessed she dreaded re- 
ceiving those purple dittos which 
demanded her to be creative 
(shades of garden club intimida- 
tion, I suspect). 

The next morning | walked 
up the hill to school holding my 
bonnet carefully. I placed it on 
the benches in the foyer of the 
school and went in to class. Right 
before assembly, Miss Bryant, 
our teacher, instructed us to don 
our creations and go into the 
auditorium. 

Not truly excited about my 
bonnet, but not wanting to seem 
out of place by not wearing one, | 
looked for the hat on the 


benches. It was not there. | 
searched frantically among the 
other entries. Had my bonnet 
been thrown away because it was 
so ugly? Finally Miss Bryant 
asked me what was the matter 
(I’m pretty sure I had dissolved 
into tears by this time), and I told 
her about my missing hat. She 
told me not to worry and to come 
into the auditorium and sit beside 
her. This I did. 

At the announcement of the 
awards, the impossible happened: 
my mother’s bonnet won “Most 
Original.” Miss Bryant nudged 
me toward the stage where the 
egg carton-as-bonnet was tied 
upon my head and a chocolate 
bunny shoved in my sweaty sec- 
ond-grade hand. 

I remember each of these 
things clearly, but mostly I 
remember being on stage, staring 
embarrassedly down at my feet 
and having several eggs fall from 
my award-winning bonnet onto 
the waxed, hardwood floor, their 
shattered colored shells still a 
testimony to my mother’s victory 
over the dreaded ditto and 
my disbelief in her practical inge- 
nuity.

Scott Alumnae Association at 
_ Alumnae Leadership Conference 
| held on campus in September. 

Lucia Sizemore, director of 
alumnae affairs, cited the two orga- 
nizations for strong leadership and 
creativity. “They are self-starters,” 
says Sizemore after the presenta- 
tion. “They use their alumnae re- 
sources well.” 

For instance, the Central 
Florida chapter, which meets 
frequently, invited alumna 
Deborah Williams ’70, a high 
school English teacher, to lead its 
discussion for two book reviews 
held in conjunction with covered 
dish suppers. Joining the discussion 
of Jane Austen’s Pride and 
Prejudice, was another alumna who 
wrote her dissertation on the 
author. Alumnae were encouraged 
to invite daughters and grand- 
daughters, so the events also 
served as opportunities for student 
recruiting. 

The Charlotte chapter pro- 
duces a quarterly newsletter to 
inform members of projects 
throughout the year which have 
included donating clothes and 
toiletries to The Battered 
Women’s Shelter, purchasing exam 
baskets for international students 
and hosting “decade dinners” for 
its alumnae. Charlotte also spon- 
sors a monthly book club. 

The Alumnae Association has 
roughly 30 active chapters and 15 
“contact areas” for occasional 
meetings. Since 1991, 10 chapters 
have been recognized as “outstand-

She 
commented on the growing num- 
ber of management theorists who 
focus on “empowerment, enabling, 
and hopefulness” in the workplace 
—these are the “trendy, hot ticket 
words, words that women have 
known for a long time,” she said. 
Tamara Nash Ammons, a 
graduate of Wellesley College and 
director of community relations for 
Spelman College, discussed the 
“leader as servant and debtor” who 
owes certain things to the institu- 
tion. The leader has an opportu- 
nity to leave a legacy not only of 
increased profits and productivity, 
but also of empowered employees. 
“We arrived at this point in our 
lives with a lot of help and love 
from others,” she said, “so we have 
the responsibility to help others.” 
The day concluded with Sally 


Lemaire, alumna of Mount 
Holyoke College and executive 
director of the Mount Holyoke 
Alumnae Association, who spoke 
about “What Lies Ahead: Count- 
down to the Twenty-first Century.’ 
She cited three trends that will 
affect leadership: globalization of 
world markets, focus on the cus- 
tomer and diversity of the work- 
place and workforce. The best 
leaders, she said, will adjust quickly 
to changes and demands. Those 
who don’t will be left behind. 
Other workshop leaders in- 
cluded Mary Martin Davis Bowen, 
a Randolph-Macon graduate, who 
spoke on “Leadership at the 
Grassroots Level,” and Carter 
Hunter Hopkins, a Sweet Briar 
alumna and director of Sweet 
Briar’s career planning and place- 
ment office. She discussed “The 
Language of Leadership.” 


Papageorge Honored 


ASC ALUMNAE RECEIVES AWARDS FROM EMORY, COMMUNITY. 


vangeline Papageorge ’28, 

professor emerita of bio- 

chemistry at Emory Univer- 
sity, has been recognized for her 
many years of dedication to Emory 
and the community as a whole. 

To honor Papageorge’s years as 
an Emory professor and later as 
executive associate dean of the 
medical school, the Emory Medi- 
cal Alumni Association created a 
monetary award to be given to an 
outstanding teacher. This past 
spring at Emory’s commencement, 
Papageorge herself presented the 
first Evangeline Papageorge 
Alumni Teaching Award to Jonas 
Shulman, professor of medicine 
and associate dean for medical 
education and student affairs. 

In addition, Papageorge re- 
ceived a 1993 Brotherhood/Sister- 
hood Award from the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. 

“Emory has been very good to 
me,” says Papageorge. “I am highly 
honored by these awards. I don’t 
know that I deserve them, but I do 
enjoy them,” said the educator 


Anne Curtis Jones 79, con- 
tinuing education chair of the 
Alumnae Association and head of 
the Progressions steering commit- 
tee composed of graduates of five 
women’s colleges, said, “One of the 
most exciting things about the pro- 
gram was that even though we had 
such good speakers, and the topic 
was so great, providing a forum to 
bring women together to talk and 
share was more important.” 

Some 82 women, mostly 
women’s college graduates 
attended the day’s lectures. Jenny 
Shew, Smith alumna and steering 
committee member, said, “It felt 
both like a safe space and a stimu- 
lating environment, and leader- 
ship is a topic we all try to define 
in our own homes, workplace or 
volunteer arena, so it was practical 
and meaningful.”

“Agnes Scott is where I got my 
start,” she said. “I’ve never forgot- 
ten that.” Agnes Scott College 
recognized her achievements in 
1980 with its Outstanding Alum- 
nae/Distinguished Career Award. 

A chemistry major at ASC, 
Papageorge received her master’s 
degree from Emory in 1929 and 
began working at the university 
that same year. Over the next sev- 
eral years, she completed her Ph.D. 
in biochemistry from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan (1937). 

After a year at Yale University 
in 1941-42, Papageorge spent the 
remainder of her career at Emory. 
In 1957, she was appointed associ- 
ate dean of the Emory School of 
Medicine, and in 1968 became 
executive associate dean, a post 
she held until her retirement in 
1975: 

To honor her at her retirement, 
the Emory Alumni Association 
endowed a student scholarship in 
her name. An honorary member of 
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the Emory Medical School classes 
of 1937, 1968, 1971 and 1975, 
Papageorge remains active in the 
affairs of the university. 

After retirement, she worked 
part time in the dean’s office for 
several years. She currently serves 
as an ex officio member of the 
Medical Alumni Association and 
the selection committee for the 
Papageorge teaching award.

A Prescription for Savings 


ALUMNAE’S NEW BOOK OFFERS REMEDIES FOR THE HIGH COSTS OF HEALTH CARE. 


potential hernia patient asked his physician, 
“How much is this operation going to cost?” 
The doctor responded, “Why? You have 
insurance, don’t you?” 

That attitude, says Letitia Sweitzer ’62, seems to 
pervade the health care industry, amounting to what 
she calls an unintended collusion. Neither patient nor 
health-care giver assumes responsibility for holding 
down costs as long as the insurer will pay. And that, 
she believes, has helped shape the current crisis in 
health care costs. 

Sweitzer advocates a more activist patient role. 
“You need to educate yourself,” she says, “and then 
you need to let health-care providers know that cost 
is important to you.” 

So while President Bill Clinton and Congress 
hammer out a health-care package for the whole 
nation, Sweitzer offers a book full of ideas for indi- 
viduals to cut medical expenses—right now—in 
Better Health Care for Less. 

Researched and written by Sweitzer, a freelance 
writer, with Neil Shulman, M.D., an associate pro- 
fessor of medicine at Emory University, the book is 
an alphabetical list (from acne to yellow fever) of 
health conditions, diseases and health related issues 
with hundreds of tips for obtaining medication and 
treatment for less. An appendix offers a literature 
order form for the National Organization for Rare 
Disorders [NORD] which will provide the latest in- 
formation on 1,000 diseases (including causes and 
prognoses, current and experimental treatments and 
support groups). “The more you know,” the authors 
remind in their preface to the book, “the better 
choices you can make.” 

For instance, health insurance was designed 
originally to protect against catastrophic illness, not 

‘to pay routine mediéal bills. “Why give an insurance 
company money and then get 80 percent back to 
pay for stuff you could have paid for in the first 
place?” Sweitzer asks. To save a significant amount 
of money, she suggests purchasing a policy with a 
high deductible. “If you can afford insurance, you 
can afford to pay for the earaches and the mammo- 
grams yourself, and that costs less than paying for 
the insurance.” 

Shop around for hospitals, physicians and phar- 
maceuticals. Even hospitals offering comparable, 
high quality care may charge as much as several 
thousand dollars difference for certain surgical pro- 
cedures. “Tell your doctor that you want to go to the 
hospital that costs the least. If he does not agree, it is 
not impossible to change doctors in order to hold 
costs down.” 

Prescription drug prices vary, so a few quick calls 
could save several dollars. Depending on the medi- 
cation and if it is in tablet form, you may save even 
more by asking your physician to double the dos- 
age—order a 5 milligram size rather than 2.5 milli- 
grams— then split the tablets yourself. “Sometimes, 
100 tablets of 5 milligrams cost only slightly more 
than 100 tablets of 2.5 milligrams. A pill splitter 
which you can buy for about $5 at the pharmacy 
does a very neat job cutting the pills in two.” 

Do you pay $45-$90 just to have teeth cleaned? 
If you don’t mind the time, a supervised hygienist 
trainee may do the work for a whole lot less. DeKalb 
College School of Dental Hygiene will clean your 
teeth and provide wing x-rays for $10. 

Another way to save,” mentions Sweitzer, “is to 
get into an experimental study. You will get free 
medication and checkups whether you are in the

For 
instance, a 10-year breast cancer study could provide 
a decade of free mammograms even though the con- 
dition isunchanging. 

Sweitzer has co-authored two earlier books: 
Dreams that Come True written with David Ryback, 
Ph.D., and clinical psychologist, and Understanding 
Growth Hormone, her first project collaborating with 
Shulman (author of the book that served as the basis 
for the movie Doc Hollywood ). 

Published by Doubleday and now produced in 
nine countries, the first book, dealing with psychic . 
dreams, attracted an “Unsolved Mysteries” televi- 
sion crew which dramatized several of the dreams for 
broadcast on national television a year ago. 

To research the second book, Sweitzer inter 
viewed parents of children with growth hormone 
deficiencies and talked with leading endocrinolo- 
gists throughout the world. The FDA has approved 
growth hormone to promote long bone growth for 
girls with a genetic disorder, Turner Syndrome, and 
for children with growth hormone deficiencies. But 
since 1985 with the development of a synthetic 
form of the hormone, this once-scarce product is 
now available for other often controversial applica- 
tions ranging from increasing the height of normally 
short children to replacement therapy for the elderly 
(the growth hormone makes the body produce more 
muscle tissue, less fat). 

Sweitzer, a French major at Agnes Scott, was 
married before transferring to Agnes Scott from 
Randolph-Macon in 1960 and was pregnant from 
September through June of her senior year. “I 
played field hockey pregnant,” she says. “I proofread 
my last paper on June 3 and delivered it to Miss 
Phythian on June 4. She said, “Now you can have 
the baby any time you want,’ and | said, ‘Yes, I am 
on my way to the hospital.’ ” Timing was critical: 
“They told me I could not walk across the stage and 
receive my diploma pregnant,” says Sweitzer, who 
had the baby in time to graduate with her class. 

Sweitzer has a master’s degree in deaf education 
from Emory University (her second child became 
profoundly deaf after contracting German measles). 
She taught at the Atlanta Speech School for several 
years, then began freelance writing for Southern 
Homes, Atlanta Magazine, Creative Loafing and other 
periodicals as a way to maintain a career and remain 
at home with her four children.

H. Frost ’70 about the impact of Front’s book, Inside College: 
Undergraduate Education for the Future, which deals with the 
value of a college education and related issues ranging from academic 
advisement and financial aid to international study. 
The graduate told Frost, “I wish I had read this as a freshman. I 
would have known then some things that I finally figured out as a 
senior. It would have helped me do better throughout college.” 


The book, which Frost, director of the office of institutional plan- 
ning and research at Emory University, co-authored with Ronald D. 
Simpson, director of the office of instructional development at the 
University of Georgia, brings focus to critical undergraduate needs 
through interviews with university presidents, researchers and vision- 
aries and through illustrations drawn from current student life. “I can- 
not imagine investing thousands of dollars in an education and not 
learning as much as possible about it beforehand,” says Frost. 

What parents and prospective college students should know is that 
undergraduate institutions have changed significantly in the last two 
decades. For example, among the student population, 54 percent are 
women; almost 25 percent are minorities and internationals; and at 
least 30 percent are older than 24. Students not only grapple with is- 
sues related to growing campus diversity, but they must very quickly 
develop skills necessary for dealing with adult choices and responsibili-

education, aggressively pursues 
and then begins making connec- 
tions among different paths of 
learning. “We looked across the 
country and found students who 
have created exciting programs 
for themselves. They are cre- 
ative, diligent. They get little 
press, but we think they are 

the heroes of undergraduate 
education.” 

Frost, who is an adjunct assis- 
tant professor of educational 
studies at Emory and former as- 
sistant professor and director of 
research at Brenau College, 
worked on the book for three 
years, but says, “I felt that every- 
thing I had done since my own 
high school years contributed to 


it, from my experience at Agnes Scott, to my teaching in secondary 
school and college.” For her dissertation Frost used the Agnes Scott 
freshman class as part of a study to determine whether academic advise- 
ment affects learning. She concluded then (and describes in her book) 
that advisement should be developmental—not just deciding “what to 
take when”—so that it helps the student learn to link academics not 
only with career preparation but with broader learning experiences 


throughout life. 


Frost’s work onthe book dovetails neatly with her current work as 
director of research at Emory. Just as the rest of the world “can’t afford 
to guess about the future,” research helps Emory planners and decision 
makers “take steps to make the best informed decisions. We need a lot 
more data about our institutions and our students in order to do that,” 


believes Frost.

ow, we can’t allow anyone to 

die,” says Carolyn Forman 

Piel ’40, a retired pediatric 

nephrologist and research 
professor emeritus at University of 
California, San Francisco. With the 
coming of kidney transplants in the early 
1960s, ethical dilemmas have become 
commonplace and reflect the dramatic 
change in Piel’s field since she entered 
medicine in 1946. Prior to the time when 
kidney transplants became possible, 
nature took its course among children 
born without kidney function; they were 
allowed to die. “Unfortunately, many 
parents [today] insist on doing everything 
to save a child’s life. But there are diffi- 
cult questions to consider, ‘Will the child 
be able to exist normally? ‘What will be 
the quality of its life” All of us are going 
to have to decide how much technology 
we can afford,” in terms of real costs as 
well as emotional costs. 

Piel’s concerns mirror those of others 
in health professions, where wrestling 
with arduous ethical questions is as 
routine as a daily vital signs check. As 
often as not, the answers to many ethical

interrogatories fall somewhere in the 
gray areas, neither black nor white. 

For Beth Mason Gilley ’77, a pedia- 
trician affiliated with East Tennessee 
Children’s Hospital, her attitude toward 
“extraordinary” intervention and its cost 
has changed completely since her resi- 
dency at Memphis’ LeBonheur 
Children’s Medical Center (1987-90). 
The ASC. graduate admits she was jaded 
in those days when vast amounts of 
public money were expended on pulling 
children of teenage (often drug-using) 
mothers “from the clutches of death” 
only to place them in less-than-ideal 
homelife situations. However, “when 
you pulled back from resuscitating a 
baby that was dying in front of you, you 
didn’t know how its life would turn 
out.” At best its future was shaky. 

Today, the Knoxville resident and 
mother of two says she sees the long- 
term perspective a bit more clearly. 
Some babies will always have problems, 
she acknowledges, but it’s impossible to 
be cognizant of a newborn’s potential. 
Some will fight off severe illnesses and 
live normal, healthy lives. 


The public as well as the private costs 
of health care are staggering, but the 
repercussions of an ailing America that 
postpones or goes without medical treat- 
ment are just as costly, if not more so. 

Physician’s assistant Myra Glasure 
Weaver ’60, who serves a low-income, 
largely Hispanic clientele in Austin, 
Texas, sees what happens when people 
try to survive without health care 
benefits. Her patients are homeless teens 
or low-paid and uninsured workers who 
live at or below the poverty line and 
who “fall between the cracks of 
Medicaid and Medicare.” Because they 
cannot afford care, many postpone 
seeing a doctor until their problems are 
severe. At that point, help is sought 
through a hospital emergency room. 

About 50 percent of these cases are 
not emergency situations and are 
referred to the Blackstock Family Health 
Center, where Weaver serves. Weaver 
and the clinic attempt to form an ongo- 
ing relationship with patients to prevent 
health problems from becoming severe. 
Prevention, she stresses, should be the 
goal of both the individual and the over-

all health-care system. 

Weaver believes all humans have a 
right to receive health care, a convic- 
tion backed by her faith and service as a 
Presbyterian elder. She also endorses the 
medical team approach, practiced at 
Blackstock. Midlevel practitioners (such 
as physician’s assistants and nurse practi- 
tioners) stretch health care dollars that 
enable medical practices to see more 
patients, more affordably, she explains.

The Office of Publications has been 
listening to the suggestions of your 
class secretaries and the Alumnae 
Association’s Strategic Planning 
Committee and is planning an ex- 
panded schedule for MAIN EVENTS. 
Look for more details coming soon. 
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SHARP! Women’s Director Patricia Mcguire White ’74, assis- 
tant dean of the College, was invited to outline the program at 
a conference of the National Science Foundation, Feb. 24-26, 
in Washington, D.C. Only three schools out of the 29 recog- 
nized as “Programs That Work” were selected to make presen- 
tations. “They were interested in knowing what we’re doing, 
why it works, and why we think it’s successful,” comments 
White. Through this sharing aspect, other institutions will 
have models for comparison and adaptation to help strengthen 
and reform their own programs. 

The ASC SHARP! Women summer program consists of 
ongoing ASC faculty research projects. “It was basically 
research work,” says Natalie El-Jourbagy ’95, an ASC chem- 
istry major and SHARP! participant. “When I went in the lab 
room, | didn’t know how the day would end—whether I’d find 
something or not. That’s what made it so exciting.” 

SHARP! Women began in the summer of 1990 as a small 
pilot program with two ASC faculty and two ASC students. 
In summer 1991, high school participants were added. This 
past summer, the program brought together for six to eight 
weeks six high school teams (consisting of one faculty member 
and two rising 10th, 11th, or 12th grade girls) for three weeks 
and 15 ASC students for six to ten weeks. The ASC faculty, 
students and high school faculty received a stipend for their 
work; high school students received an honorarium. 


students love it. They like learning with the teacher who 
hasn’t previously done this research project [either]. ASC 
students have an undergraduate opportunity to be involved 
with research, which is needed. It’s one thing to learn 
information in class and another to apply it. The high 
school teachers take things back to the classroom, having 
an effect on all of the students they teach.” 

The number of people being affected is impressive. 

In four years a total of 28 ASC students have been 
involved, 20 of them still in college, one a research 
assistant, four in graduate school and three in medical 

or dental school. One SHARP! Women student has 
expressed plans to become a teacher because of her experi- 
ence with the program. Some 27 high school students have 
participated over the past three years; 63 percent of these 
students are still in high school. Thirty percent are in 
college and express a desire to pursue studies in science- 
related fields. 

The summer 1994 SHARP! Women Program is being 
sponsored by an anonymous gift of $67,000. 

“The program in general has been a lot of fun to work 
with and has been very successful in introducing women to 
science and maintaining that interest. Everyone involved 
has benefited,” says White.

one-year post-baccalaureate program 

beginning this summer that prepares 
women for medical school, veterinary 
school, and other allied health professions. 
This new Post-Baccalaureate Pre-Medical 
and Allied Health Professions Program 
(Post-Bac Pre-Med) helps women who are 
college graduates wishing to change careers 
acquire the necessary courses for medical 
school or other professional specialties in 
the growing health-care field. 

With intensive classes, laboratories, sem- 
inars and internships, the Post-Bac Pre-Med 
program is individually tailored based on 
the student’s prior academic experience and 
may be completed in one or two years, 
depending on previous academic work and 


individual circumstances. A certificate is 
awarded upon completion of the 36-40 
hour program. During the glide year 
between taking the Medical College 
Admission Test and matriculation into 
medical school, students may take addi- 
tional courses to enhance their preparation 
for professional or graduate school. 

“This was part of the whole science cen- 
ter emphasis that came out of the College’s 
strategic plan of 1991,” says Sarah R. 
Blanshei, dean of the College. “We were 
looking at the program holistically, at the 
pre-college programs (Futurescape and 
SHARP! Women), the retention programs 
and the post-baccalaureate program, and a 
master’s in science which we’ve decided 
not to go for right now. We decided

instead to put this pre-health certificate ’ 
program in place. There are a number of 
programs like this elsewhere but there isn’t 
one at a women’s college in the South. We 
knew there was a need for it because 
women had been coming to us for some 
time for this type of study.” 

As a women’s college, Agnes Scott is 
uniquely aware of the barriers many 
women face, both in studying science and 
in changing careers. The program also 
includes monthly seminars encompassing 
women’s health issues, medical ethics, 
clinical practice and health policy. 

Application deadline to begin the pro- 
gram in June is May 15. For more infor- 
mation, contact the director of special 
programs at 638-6184. 


he Agnes Scott 

College Board of 

Trustees plans to name 
an interim president to serve 
the College from July until 
the appointment of a new 
president, according to a 
March letter to the ASC 
community from Presidential 
Search Committee Chair 
Clair McLeod Muller '67. 

The Search Committee's 
recruitment efforts for a per- 
manent president “will be 
concentrated in May through 
July; followed by screening, 
reference checking and pre- 
liminary interviews begin- 
ning in August,” Muller 
wrote in the letter. 

The committee has 
engaged Academic Search 
Consultation Service 
(ASCS) of Washington, 
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D.C., to assist in the perma- 
nent search. In mid-April, 
two ASCS consultants — 
Christine Young and Samuel 
Spencer—began conducting 
forums and focus groups with 
various constituencies of the 
College. 

Young is a graduate of 
Wellesley, a former professor 
and former acting president of 
two women’s colleges, who 
has overseen 40 presidential 
searches since 1987. Spencer, 
senior consultant with ASCS, 
is president emeritus of 
Davidson College and a 
trustee emeritus of Agnes 
Scott. 

In addition to on-campus 
discussions, ASCS and the 
committee will seek input 
from alumnae during 
Alumnae Weekend on 


April 30 and will 
schedule meetings 
with the larger alum- 
nae clubs throughout 
the country during 
the next few months. 
Nominations from 
all the constituencies 
of the College will 
be considered.

band, and a letter to my family. 
Luckily I never needed them,” 
recalls Holly Bennett Rielly '77. 
This was a soul-searching pre- 
lude to Rielly’s third kidney 
transplant on Dec. 9, 1992. 
Although her first two trans- 
planted kidneys, donated by her 
brother and 

sister, are mere silent occupants 
of Rielly’s body today, to the 
recipient they remain as evi- 
dence of her siblings’ love. 

The realization of that love 
and the past experience of two 
transplants helped pull Rielly 
through her third—this organ 
was rescued from a cadaver. “I 
was optimistic and considered 
myself lucky for [making it] 
through what | did,” explains 
Rielly. “I am an optimistic 


person anyway.” 


During the wait between kid- 
neys, Rielly went through blood- 
cleansing dialysis three days a 
week. “Since I have diabetes, it 
complicates things,” says Rielly. 
“T can only wait about a year for 
a kidney while using this dialysis 
treatment.” Dialysis cleans the 
blood, but not as well as a kid- 
ney. For some, the transplanted 
kidney functions 20 to 25 years, 
but diabetes shortened Rielly’s 
kidney life to about six years. So 
while her outlook remains posi- 
tive, Rielly feels some ambiva- 
lence about enduring a possible 
fourth transplant: “I don’t know 
if my body could endure it.” 

The third transplant, done in 
Pittsburgh, was preceded by a 
six-month wait—a virus kept 
Rielly from receiving the first 
available kidney. “I was heart- 
broken about being rejected.” 
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Holly Rielly ’77 and the daily doses of medicine that keep her alive. A large portrait of her brother and sister 


hangs on the wall behind her. 


But within 10 days another 
strong, more compatible kidney 
was available. With it came the 
introduction of the new drug 
SK-506 into her system. An 
immuno-suppressant, SK-506 is 
designed to prohibit the body’s 
immune system from attacking 
the (foreign) transplanted 
organ. “Hopefully with this 
drug, I'll do better longer,” says 
Rielly, who had some nurses 
training just prior to her first 
kidney transplant. 

Aside from the obvious phys- 
ical challenges a transplant pre- 
sents, the cost factor is stagger- 
ing. In the dozen years since her 
first transplants, the cost has 


risen from $36,000 to $97,000. 
In 1970, to Rielly’s advantage, 
the National Kidney 
Foundation of Georgia (an 
organization in which Rielly is 
active) convinced the U.S. 
Senate to accept renal patients 
on Medicare. 

Rielly has stood three times 
at the precipice between life 
and death and survived. From 
this perspective she has accept- 
ed the experiences as opportu- 
nities for spiritual growth. “My 
belief in God is much stronger 
now. He’s not going to let me 
down.” She feels as though 
God won't give her more than 
she can bear.

DUNWODY ’52 OFFERS. PHYSICAL, EMOTIONAL SUPPORT 


o a terminally ill patient 

living at home, a kind 

word, a listening ear or a 
comforting presence 
will go a long way 
toward making that 
difficult experience 
easier. Ann Herman 
Dunwody ’52 does just 
that through Hospice 
of Central Georgia, 
centered in Macon. 
The hospice program 
— from the Middle 
Ages versions that 
were way stations for 
weary travelers — 
evolved into today’s version 
that offers support and assis- 
tance (physical, social, emo- 
tional and spiritual) for those 
on the journey from this life to 
the next. 

As a hospice advocate, 
Dunwody’s activities include 
friendly visits, errand running, 
supportive help to the patient 
and the patient’s family, and 
emotional counseling for the 
patient’s family and friends up 


to one year after the patient’s 
death. 

Dunwody has been a volun- 
teer since the pro- 
gram’s inception in 
July 1983 with the 
help of a seed grant 
from the Medical 
Center of Central 
Georgia. Dunwody 
says her own personal 
experience with a 
dying family member 
motivated her to vol- 
unteer. “My mother 
had died of cancer. It 
was not long afterward 
that I began reading about the 
hospice movement. | saw the 
need and when our program 
got started in Macon, I volun- 
teered for the first class of 
advocates. When they talked 
about the program I thought, 
‘This is something I could do.’ 
Having gone through the 
experience, | thought I could 
help others who were going 
through this.” :

Mead considers the experience 
a very positive one and says 
she never lost confidence in 
those she selected to attend at 
the birth. She expressed her 
gratitude at finding a doctor 
who accepted her choice and 
was willing to backup the mid- 
wife as necessary. She quickly 
adds that Baby Morgan was, 
never admitted to the hospital. 
Rather, he and his father 


stayed with Mead as visitors.

“The only thing I might do 
differently is to be closer to 
the hospital,” says Mead, an 
assistant professor of sociology 
at Radford University. “We .

Mead’s decision to have her 
child at home was based on 
her overall lifestyle as part of 
an alternative community that 
focuses on being closer to the 
land and life’s natural cycles. 
Mead’s home, with no electric- 
ity, required the light of can- 
dles and flashlights at the 
9:35 p.m. birthing of Morgan. 
The bottom line, concludes 
Mead, is that, “It is nice and 
important to have the technol- 
ogy at our fingertips if we need 
it, but we have gotten away 
from using our intuition and |

Senior Class Campaign 
~ Surpasses 50 Percent 


CLASS OF 1994 BREAKS RECORD IN SENIOR CLASS GIVING 


s the class of 1994 

prepares to graduate, it 

continues to leave its 
mark on Agnes Scott College. 
As of February, over 53 percent 
of the class (64 women) had 
contributed to the annual 
Senior Class Campaign. If all 
pledges are collected, the class 
of 1994 will contribute over 


$7,300 to the annual fund. The 


53 percent participation marks 
the highest level since the 
senior campaign began in 
1989. Over the last five years, 
the participation rates for 
graduating classes have 
averaged only 32 percent, and 
the classes of 1992 and 1993 
saw participation drop to 20 
percent and 24 percent, respec- 
tively. According to Molly 
Dohm, assistant director of the 
Annual Fund, who oversaw 
this year’s campaign, the 
increase in pledges can be 
attributed to a change in the 
way the senior campaign was 
conducted. Previously, the 
“campaign” consisted of one 
letter sent by the v ice president 
of development and public 
affairs to all seniors in March 
of their final year. The letter 
and the enclosed pledge card 
requested a donation to the 
annual fund with little expla- 
nation of what the fund was ot 
why it existed. The resulting 
participation levels fell far 
short of those experienced by 
comparative institutions such 
as Randolph-Macon Woman’s 
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College or Hollins College. 
Last year, Dohm conducted 
research on colleges and uni- 
versities with populations and 
giving programs similar to 
those of Agnes Scott and 
determined that many students 
did not understand the impor- 
tance or function of the annual 
fund. She concluded that 
involving students in the 
annual drive made the process 
more accessible to the very 
individuals the campaign is 
designed to reach. Armed with 
this information and a list of 
seniors, Dohm met with then 
Vice President for 
Development and Public 
Affairs Bonnie Johnson and 
Dean of Students Gué Hudson. 
Together, the three selected 
student leaders whose interests 
and participation recommend- 
ed them as candidates to 
undertake the campaign pro- 
ject. Seniors Britt Brewton and 
Tiffany Goodman were select- 
ed as co-chairs of a committee 
consisting of LePret Dickinson, 
Julie Dykes, Ginger Frix, Laura 


Horne, Elena Paras, Jackie 


Postma, Sara Sabo, Cristina 
Santana and Nancy Zehl. 
According to Goodman, par- 
ticipating in the campaign was 
an enjoyable experience 
because it was easy. “Molly was 
well organized and efficient,” 
says Goodman. “She wanted to 
be finished [with the bulk of 
the work] by Thanksgiving 


and we were.” 


At the beginning of fall 
semester, a letter from 
Brewton and Goodman was 
sent to all seniors. Each com- 
mittee member was then 
assigned a small list of seniors 
to contact personally. To fur- 
ther involve the class, the 
committee held a kick-off 
party, “Senior Study Break,” 
on Sept. 29, 1993. The class 
was treated to snacks, episodes 
of “Beverly Hills 90210” and 
“Melrose Place” as well as a 
presentation from Holly 
Markwalter ’86, alumnae fund 
chair, cousin of Marianna 
Markwalter ’94. During 
January, the Alumnae Board 
hosted an appreciation party 
for those who have pledged. 
At the end of the year, a 
thank-you party will be held 
for the committee members 
and the up-t -date list of 
participants will be recognized 
at the annual “Senior Dinner” 
sponsored by the Alumnae 
\ssociation. 

The campaign’s goal of 75 
pe recent partic ipation matc hes 
the goals set by the 25th and 
50th reunion classes. While 
the goal has not yet been met, 
Dohm says that the class of 
1994 is doing very well com- 
pared to the other challenge 
classes. Last year’s 50th 
reunion class saw 73 percent of 
its class donate while the 25th 
reunion class came in with a 
51 percent participation.

ore than 90 alumnae, 

faculty, trustees and 

friends of Agnes Scott 
have become charter members 
of the Frances Winship Walters 
Society. The new giving society 
is named for Walters a member 
of the class of 1896 and a 


trustee for 17 years who because 


of her own generous bequests 
has been called “the second 
founder of Agnes Scott.” 

While opportunities for 
membership in the society are 
ongoing, charter membership 
closes Dec. 31. 


Founded earlier this year, the 


Frances Winship Walters 
Society is designed to recognize 
those who support Agnes Scott 
through planned gifts such as 
trusts, bequests, retirement 
accounts or charitable life 
income plans, explains Jean 
Stroman, director of planned 
giving for the College. 

According to Stroman, just 
as the College benefits from 
these gifts, donors may benefit 
in various ways: tax-free 
income, estate tax savings, 
income tax deductions and cap- 
ital gains avoidance. 


“Too often, generous gifts 
entrusted to the College have 
gone unrecognized because 
they came at the end of the 
donors’ lives,” explains 
Stroman. “The Society pro- 
vides a way for us to thank 
donors during their lifetimes.” 

Among charter members of 
the society is Belle Miller 
McMaster ’53 who gave a 
deferred charitable gift annuity. 
“We decided this would be a 
great way to plan for our retire- 
ment and provide a significant 
gift to the College,” she says. 

Stroman encourages friends 
of the College to add their 
legacies to that of Society 
namesake Frances Winship 
Walters whose dream was for 
Agnes Scott to become an 
institution equal to any wom- 
an’s college in the nation. Her 
many gifts, which ranged from 
a scholarship to building con- 
struction, culminated with a 
bequest at her death in 1954 of 
$4.25 million—more than dou- 
bling the endowment at that 
time. Today Frances Winship 
Walter's gift is worth almost 
$150 million.

before me at 4:31 a.m. on 

Jan. 17, but part of my mind 
was se arching for the rewind 
button. I am a professional 
actress and live with my hus- 
band Michael and 7-year-old 
son Will in Santa Monica, 
Calif. It was in that early hour 
that the earth literally moved 
under our feet—or our beds 
anyway. ; 

At the first loud BANG of 
the 6.6 Northridge earthquake, 
Michael and | shot up in bed. 
“It’s an earthquake,” I said. No 
kidding. We remembered later 
that we both sat there for a few 
seconds, thinking it would stop 
as it had in the powerful 
Landers quake the year before. 
But this one didn’t. It ebbed 
only momentarily, then rolled 
and shook. My husband leapt 
up to get Will from his room, 
only to be thrown to his knees 
by the vibrations. (He sustained 
rug burns from the crawl down 
the pitching hallway.) Will shot 
out of his room crying and 
clung to my husband. We hud- 
dled in a door jamb as the shud- 
dering alternated between “rea- 
sonably violent” and “unreason- 
ably violent.” 

We heard glass breaking in 
the kitchen and living room, 
pictures flying from the walls, 
and bookcases crashing. Will 
sputtered and whimpered and 
Michael and |, in the face of 
gross evidence to the contrary,

kept repeating, “It’s all right, 
Will. It’s all right.” The house 
was pitch-black from power fail- 
ure. As we shook and prayed 
and clung to each other, | 
devoutly wished I had heeded 
earlier earthquake survival 
advice. There we stood: no shoes 

no flashlights ... scanty night 
wear. When our building had 
been rattled like a can of Tinker 
Toys for nearly a full minute, we 
scrambled in the dark for cloth- 
ing. Dressing proved difficult. 
Our child was Super Glued to 
us. As we raced past the kitchen 
to the front door, Michael, now 
holding our son, wondered, 
“Why does Will smell like 
Scotch?” The liquor cabinet was 
in puddles and shards. 

Outside, the neighborhood 
was flashlighted and 
Walkmanned to the max. I met 
some neighbors for the first time 
since moving to California two 
years ago. It became a sort of 
“High and the Mighty” bonding 
experience, everybody compar- 
ing experiences of life on the 
edge. Smoke billowed from the 
grocery store two blocks away. A 
kind of New Age masseuse from 
the next door could be heard: 
“We must think positively. We 
can change the future if we try. 
We can eliminate future quakes 
with our minds.” O.K. 

After two hours of warmth 
and reassurance and everyone 
accounted for, survivors reluc- 
tantly straggled back inside, not- 


ing debris to be 
dispatched 
tomorrow, and 
wall cracks, like 
ominous fin- 
gers, silently 
warning. Some 
slept in cars in 
the open; 
Michael, Will 
and J all 
climbed in bed 
together and 
dozed between aftershocks. 
Later, we would find a pay 
phone that worked and call rela- 
tives to assure them we were 
alive and well and possibly 
reconsidering our career goals. 
Often that first day, we would 
catch each other staring into 
space, trying to perceive order in 
the aftermath of a 6.6 Richter 
quake. 

Over the next three days, 
adrenaline pumped with each 
new tremor as we-cleaned and 
reorganized—a job usually 
reserved for invading relatives. 
The apartment looks grand, util- 
ities are once again in service, 
and hot showers are a daily 
occurrence—at least for the 
grown-ups. (Will reveled in the 
absence of THAT nightly ritu- 
al.) In fact, it is probably the 
children who adjust most readily 
in these situations. Only hours 
after the initial quake, Will, on 
his way to the bathroom, asked 
matter-of-factly if we thought 
there might be a 5.0 aftershock

Charles and Will, post-earthquake, in their Santa 
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while he was in there. If so, he 
wouldn’t shut the door so he 
could seek the safety of a 
door jamb. 

But for me, something has 
changed fundamentally. The 
e urth—thé it orb so dear to the 
poet's heart, kissed by the Pope, 
seen from space as so touching- 
ly and beautifully alone—had 
been shaken. Everything seems 
more tentative and precious 
now. But | must confess, in the 
middle of the chaos, when our 
very lives shook like thunder, 
the thought that passed through 
my mind was, “Where's my lip- 
stick?” Ah, Vanity. One great 
propelling force of mankind. Or 
at least of one actress cheating 
death near the City of Angels. 
And not a locust in sight ... yet.

I have 
believed this for a long time, and 
| have experienced the richness 
of self-development through a 
personal difficulty of the last 
year. 

I had planned to share what 
remained of our teenage sons’ 
rearing with my husband, to 
bring closure to our much- 
enjoyed careers, then to move to 
the mountains together to grow 
vegetables, ride horses, raise 
Golden Retriever puppies and 
marvel at the sunsets. This was 
our “strategic plan” for later life. 
But it was not to be. With June 
came some unexpected terrifying 
words and finally-admitted 
truths, bringing to a tragic and 
unnecessary end 25 years of 
shared experience. Faced with a 
life-plan that was no longer 
viable, I leaned heavily on the 
love of family and friends as I 
confronted the fears and uncer- 
tainties one faces when shaken 
to the inner core. I asked tough 
questions about myself and my 
needs, sought out answers— 
though some were painful, cele- 
brated the positives of my life 
and began to glimpse at a revised 
dream that is healthy and whole. 
While family and friends contin- 
ue to provide me with the foun- 
dation of love and concern, 
Agnes Scott and other life expe- 
riences are giving me the mind- 
power and heart-power to forge 
ahead down a new trail. 

As | leave the association as 
its president, I am proud of all 
our hard work to put together a 
sound strategic plan. Yet what 
speaks to me the loudest at this 
time in my life is the richness of 
the Agnes Scott experience that 
ignites in each of us a deep, life- 
long desire to grow and learn. 
Thank you, Agnes Scott; you 
taught me to seek truth and to 
demand answers; you have, 
therefore, helped me to change 
through easy times and hard 
times.
